A Good Indian Gone to the Happy 
Hunting Ground. 

All of the old-timers in Los Angeles 

will remember Indian Jim of Yuma, 

who for years bas made semi-annual 

trips to this city loaded down with 


s|bows and arrows and other fancy 


work. Jim made his last visit about 
two months ago, but he will never 
come again. Poor Jim has gone where 
all good Indians go when they die, but 
unlike the great majority, Jim is be- 
ing mourned not only by his tribe, but 
by hundreds of white people who 
were proud to call him friend. 

Five days ago athree-line dispatch 
announced that an Indian named Jim 
from the Luma reservation was run 
over by a passenger train at Mari- 
copa, in Arizona, and instantly killed. 
Jim was duly buried by his railroad 
friends, and nothing more was thought 
about him until the news of his death 
was made known to his tribe at Yuma, 
when they helda big feast and said 
all pe of prayers for poor Jim’s 
soul. 

Jim has quite a history, He was 
the first Indian in Arizona to assume 
the dress of the white man and take 
up civilized ways, Jim was ambitious 
to become a real gentleman,” as he 

ut it, and whenever he caught a lady 
ooking at him he would raise his bat 
in the most graceful manner possible. 
He pat and he 
cou ach any dude in Los Angel 
how to lift it toa lady. ites 


Several months ago Chief Pasqual, 


who has been chief of the Yuma tribe 
for years, died, and Miguel, an Indian 
who was not liked, succeeded him. The 
Indians held several pow-wows, and 
about two-thirds of them made up their 
minds to quit the tribe aud move to the 
Arizona side of the river. They 
elected Jim. chief, and from all ac- 
counts he was serving his people well 
when he met his death. He was on 
his way to the Maricopa corn feast as 
a delegate, and when he attempted to 
board a train at Maricopa Station his 
foot slipped and he rolled under the 
train and the wheels passed over bis 
body, cutting him in two. 

Jim was raised by O. II. Townsend 
and had the reputation of being one of 
the brightest Indiansin the Territory. 
He had friends all along the line of the 
Southern Pacific as far north as San 
Francisco, where he has made a num- 
ber of visits. | 


THE WHITE CAPS. 


They Set Out to Prove an Alibi All 
Round. 

The theory of the defense in the San 
Pedro White Caps’”’ trial developed 
yesterday, and proved to be an alibi for 
each of the seven defendants accused 
of tarring and feathering Gus Bremen 
the night of April 23d at San Pedro. A 
wholesale alibi is a pretty difficult thing 
to make stick, but the defense seems 


to be confident that they will succeed. 
When the case was resumed in the 


morning the prosecution continued to 


introduce evidence connecting the de- 
fendants with the crime, It consisted 
of traces of the men who did it. Sev- 
eral witnesses were introduced who 
discovered splotches and trails of 
coal tar leading to the residences 
of some of the defendants; also 
the discovery of the gag with which 
Bremen’s mouth was stopped. Their 
testimony made out a pretty strong 
case against the accused. 
V. H. Truman, W. C. Barrett, J. A. 
Potter, Thomas McCarthy, James W. 
Hellman and Deputy District Attorney 
Savage were the withesses for the pros- 
ecution examined during the morning. 
Mrs. E. L. Crocker ot San Pedro was 
the first witness for the defense. She 
is a middle-aged lady, with a pleasant, 
motherly face. She was asked in re- 
gard to Gus Bremen’s reputation for 
truth and veracity, and said it is bad, 
while that of James Odell, who gave 
the men away, is very bad. When 
asked why she considered Bremen’s 
reputation bad, she said he talked too 
much. She believed in people who 
8 too much getting their just 
ues. 
A Mr. Morris, who was originally 
arrested with the other defendants, 
but discharged, also testified that 
Bremen and Odell bear bad reputa- 
tions for truth and veracity. He testi- 
fied that he saw the defendant, Her- 
mann, the night of the crime at 
Brown’s dancenouse with his two 
children, and that hé was there about 
11 o’clock, the time the White Caps 
were at work with Bremen. 
On cross-examination Mr. McComas 
sought to show that the dancehouse 
was a house of prostitution, but was 
not allowed to do so. Morris testified 
that he bas not contributed for the de- 
fense of the accused.

ANOTHER MOVEMENT FOR THE 
INYO RAILROAD, 


An Additional Train for Long Beach 
and the Santa Monica Trains 
Doubled for the Summer—F ines 
and Penalties by the Transconti- 
nental Association. 


The citizens of Owens Valley, in 
Inyo county, and the citizens of Los 
Angeles are again preparing to open 
negotiations for the building of a road 
from the lower end of Owens Lake to 
Mojave. At the present time San 
Francisco is getting all the trade, but 
the distance to market is so great that 
the Owens Valley people are anxious 
to get direct communication with Los 
Angeles, which will be 500 to 600 miles 
nearer. As only 120 miles of road will 
have to be built, there is no reason 
why the merchants should not stand 
in and see that it is built without 
further delay. 

The citizens of Redondo Beach have 
made such a kick against taking off 
the 5:30 train from this city to Redondo 
on Sunday that the Santa Fé people 
have decided to put trains on regularly 
once more, and they will run daily 
from next Sunday. 

Allof the trains tothe watering 
places were crowded yesterday morn- 


ing. 

Beginning tomorrow and continuing 

through thesummer an additional train 
for Long Beach will leave Arcade 
depot of Southern Pacific Company 
every Sunday at 9 a. m.; returning, 
will arrive at Los Angeles at 7:50 p. m. 
Tomorrow the Southern Pacific 
Company will run its 10 and 11 a. m. 
trains in two sections each to accomo- 
date the increased Sunday travel to 
Santa Monica. An additional train 
will leave Santa Monica at 5:30 for 
returu. 
A dispatch from J. C. Stubbs, gen- 
eral traffic manager of the Southern 
Pacific, received here by Charles 
White, states that the rates to the

The third annual report ef the Western 
Division of the Atlantic and Pacific Com- 
pany was filed in the Railroad Commission- 
er's office yesterday by William C. Hazle- 
dine, the solicitor of the company. The re- 
port was made under protest on the ground 
that, being a federation corporation, aud as 
such cbliged to make annual reports to the 
Secretary of the Interior, it is exempt from 
State control. 
freights are supervised by the National 
Government. ‘This protest, the attorne 
states, is made as a saving legal technical- 
ity, to be made use of at any time in the fu- 
ture when the company sees fit, otherwise it 
is willing and does give all of the informa- 
tion asked by the local board. Varney C. 
Gaskill, the secretary of the commission, 
confirmed this assertion of the attorney, 
stating that the report is very complete. 

The California division of the system was 
bought on August 20, 1884, from the Sonth- 
ern Pacific Company at a cost of 230.000 a 
mile, the purchase price being for the 242 
miles $7,271,000, At the time of tne pur- 
chase the selling company was unable to 
give aclear title to the property, owing toa 
first-mortgage hen and other incumbrances. 
In view of this fact, the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific operates the. lines under a contract of 
lease and purchase, paying 6 per cent. in- 
terest on the purchase price, or $436,266 per 
annum. until a clear title can be 
the property.

Until 
November 1, 1892, is given the roads to 
comply with the provisions of the law. 
The penalty for non-compliance is 
5500 for each offense.

The St. Louis Financial Chronicle, 
referring to the Chicago meeting of 
the presidents, says: This week’s 
meeting has demonstrated two things: 
(1) That the Interstate Association 
has not been disrupted and that there 
is no intention to disrupt it; and (2) that 
the members of the association are 
earnest and energetic in their de- 
termination to grapple with the prob- 
lems confronting them and to succeed 
in the task.

leaving net earnings of $1,435,605.76. 
The gross earning for the first five 
months of 1889 show an increase of 
$159,859.30, and the net an increase of 
$157,650.23 over the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1888.

RESOLUTIONS ABOUT THE FED- 
ERAL BUILDING. 


The Course of Gen. Vandever Ap- 
proved—The Report Made at the 
Last Meeting of the Chamber 
Fully Indorsed. 


Yesterday afternoon at 8 o’clock the 
Chamber of Commerce met in its 
rooms on First street, Second Vice- 
president Hervey Lindley in the chair, 
in the absence of President Jones, and 
after some discussion adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions, drawn by Secretary 
Higgins and offered by Mr. Hughes: 

WHEREAS, the board of directors on the 
23d day of May passed the following reso- 
lution, to wit: That this board has care-

public uses to which it is to be devoted. 
Meanwhile, the million-dollar pro- 
ject, including a square of ground, a 
park, fountain, statues, sphinxes, gon- 
dolas (with which Nature is wont to 
take her course), id hoc genus omnes 
have been relegated to the limbo of 
things that might have been. In order 
to get on to the successful platform, 
the facile advocate of the opposing 
plan, and his man Friday, were com- 
pelled to change front in double-quick 
time, and to go directly back upon the 
plan which they had advocated so short 
a time before.

THE OUTFALL SEWER—ANOTHER 
VIEW. 


Following out our purpose of giving 
the people as mueh light as possible on 
the sewer problem, we print this morn- 
ing another i sting communication 
on the subject.’ Our correspondent, 
while criticising to a certain extent 
the broad surface” system, is also 
strongly in favor of filtration works 
near the city, and an outlet by way 
of the river, which be considers the 
„one natural course“ for the sewage 
water. 

He shows that, if the water is di- 
verted to an outfall sewer, it will all 
be required to flush the sewers, when 
sandy plains will replace the present 
flourishing gardens and orchards be- 
low the city. The Atlantic 
City works, which were visited 
by a committee from this city 
last vear, are our correspondent’s 
ideal,the proposition being to erect 
filtering works at a point below Los 
Angeles, where the sewage can be run 
to, using the water in the summer on 
the land and turning it in winter into 
its natural river channel. 

In the concluding paragraph of his 
letter, our correspondent makes a very 
strong point. Referring to the City 
Attorney’s admission that some ({ilter- 
ing process will be necessary at the 
gun club outfall, he asks why we 
should needlessly expend $450,000 if 
filtering beds must still be resorted to, 
where the flitered water cannot be 
utilized. 

The discussion which is now being 
brought out on the sewer question, 
while it may leave details yet open for 
doubt, is rapidly assuring the fact that 
the construction of an outfall sewer by 
the Ballona route would be foolish, 
wasteful and extravagant.

The Pacific Mail Company Threatens 
to Take a Hand. 


Another Bitter Rate War Among the

to Pieces—Northern Pa- 
cific’'s New Scheme.

CuicaGo, July 2%.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The Executive Committee of the 
Transcontinental Association continued in 
session all the forenoon without reaching a 
settiement of the dispute between Canada 
andthe Southern Pacific about differen- 
tials. 

It was reported this afternoon that the 
Canadian Pacific had agreed to compromise 
its claims on California business by accept- 
ing differentials of about half the amount 
which it bas been roceiving. The opinion 
is expressed by members of the association 
that the Southern Pacific can be brought to 
accept these terms, and that the association 
will remain intact. 

The proposition of the Canadian Pacific, 
which involves the surrender of some of 
their differentials and modifications of 
others, was discussed almost the entire 
afternoon by the Transcontinental Associ- 
acion, and great pressure was brought to 
bear on the Southern Pacific to induce it 
to agree to the arrangement. The latter 
was obstinate today, but the opinion pre- 
vails that it will eventually yield. 

PACIFIC MAIL ENTERS THE ARENA. 
New York, July 26.—Officials of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company have noti- 
fied the Transcontinental Association that 
unless the subsidy from the railroads is in- 
creased, they will cut rates and take all the

A YOUNG MURDERER. 


An iil-year-old Boy Confesses a 
Shocking Crime.

The Labor Question on Ranches—A 
Paper on Packing. 

SAN Francisco, July 26,—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The State Horticultural 
Society met here this afternoon. A. L. 
Bancroft acted as temporary chairman. C. 
B. Turrill and N. N. Motherall were elected 
members of the society. Judge Stapler, 
from the Committee on Establishing a 
Horticultural Register, stated that the com- 
mittee was not yet prepared to report. 

The topic, Hours of Labor and the 
Management of Help on Fruit Ranches,” 
occupied the remainder of the forenoon ses- 
sion. Judge Stabier of Sutter stated that 
there was little trouble in securing help in 
that county, but the help was mos 
Chinese, but it was only a question of time 
when their places would be taken by white 
— le. School children were much bene- 
; by picking fruit, and were given eight 

or nine weeks’ work in a season. 

Shinn of Niles said the chief difficulty 
in employing help was more from the fact 
that fruit-growers did not have to emplo 
help all the year round, He employed Chi- 
nese, and was satisfied that there were no 
see gs equal to them in picking fruit, as 

ey exercised great care. He paid them $1 
a day, and they boarded themselves. They 
worked not less than 10 hours a day. 

In the afternoon the subject Packing of 
Fruits in Sacks vs. Boxes” was discussed. 
B. N. Rowley, manager of the California 
Fruit Grower, said it had been found that 
the cost of packing 100 pounds of dried fruit 
in boxes was 66 cents, while it cost but 173¢ 
cents to pack it in a sack, 5 cents of this 
being for packing and 12% % for the 
best white cotton sacks. Parties 
not in a position to grade fruits could send 
them sacked to San Francisco, where they 
could be graded at a cost of 10 cents per 100 
pounds, or graded and resacked at 12 
cents. A carload of fruit in 25-pound boxes 
would contain almost 3200 pounds of wood 
alone. the freight on which would amount 

to $44.80. The freight on the contents of 

the boxes would be $325 at $1.40 per 100 

unds, while the freight on the same quan- 

ty in sacks would cost but $278, the weight 
of the sack being very little.

HISTORICAL MILESTONES SET 
UP ON THIS DATE. 


The Revolutionary Hospital Sen 
vice—Admiral Boscawen—A Long 
Sleep — Thomas Campbell — Mar- 
shal Turenne — Sir George Bid- 
dle Ary. 


‘ On July 27,1775, the Continental 
Congress established a hospital service 
for the army, the control of which was 
given to Dr. Benjamin Church of Bos- 
ton, who rivaled Dr. Joseph Warren 
fn his zeal for the patriot cause. 
| Washington was at the same time 
authorized to maintain a force not to | 
exceed 22,000. 
ADMIRAL BOSCAWEN 
appeared before Louisburg with 38. 
ships of war in June, 1758. He had 
on board 14,000 men, mostly regulars 
under the command of Gen. Amherst, 
but the land force also ineluded a con- 
siderable body of «New England 
troops. Louisburg was by 
a force of 3000 men, and 11 
ships ot war in the harbor. But the 
works were too much out of repair to 
withstand the operations of a regular 
siege, and the garrison, after suffering 
severe losses, was obliged to capitu- 
late to the English on July 27, 1758.. 

A LONG LEGENDARY SLEEP. 
July 27th in the ecclesiastical calen- ee 
dar commemorates Saints Miximian, mer 
Malchus, Martinian and others com- 
monly known as the seven sleepers, | 
whom the legend refers to the year cs 
250. The festival was established at a aD 
very early period. The story relates 0 
that the Emperor Decius having set : 
up a statue in the city of Ephesus, — 
commanded all the inhabitants to a 
worship it. Seven young men dis- 
obeyed the mandate, and being unam- 
bitious of the honors of martyrdom, 
fled to Mt. Coelious, where they con- 
cealed themselves in a cavern, in the 
year 250. Decius in a rage commanded 
all the caverns in the mountains to be 
closed up, and nothing was heard of 
the fugitives till the year 479, when 
a person digging foundations for 
a stable broke into the cavern and 
discovered them. Distured by the 
unwonted noise, the young men who 
had been sleeping all the time, 
awakened; feeling hungry, and think- 
ing that they had slept but one 3 
dispatched one of their number 
Ephesus to learn the news and to pur - 
chase some provisions. The antiquity 
of the coin presented in payment 
aroused suspicion, and in the investi- 
gation whic followed ‘the affair was 
discovered to be a miracle and the fes-

BRONCHITIS. 
Acute Bronchitis. 


This is an inflammation of the mucous mem- 
brane lining the bronchia!) tubes, and is one of 
the most common of all the pulmonary dis- 
eases. It is a dangerous disease,as it prevents 
the oxygenation of the blood, and m many 
cases, particularly after it passes into the 
chronic stage. the substance of the lungs be- 
comes seriously involved giving rise to what 
is very properly called bronchial consumption. 
In the acute form there is a sense of ht- 
ness or pressure across the chest. with con- 
siderable wheezing, severe cough and expec- 
torat on. This is at first a white giairy mucus, 
which after a time becomes purulent. The 
tient in some cases is obliged to sit up in 
the oppression across the chest is 80 
great, and the skin is Clammy and prostration 
rapidly sets in, and in fatal cases there will be 
muttering delirium, coma and death. 


Chronic Bronchitis. 


Chronic Bronchitis is also an inflammation 
of the mucous membrane of bronchial tubes. 
But this form more often occurs tater in life. 
When a cold settles on the lungs, the disease 
either ends in bronchitis or pneumonia. If it 
ends in bronchitis it usually passes off asa 
cold in the cheat, and still the patient does not 
feel entirely well. He feels tired and languid. 
and is incapabie of taking his usual amount 
of exercise, and experiences a shortness of 
breath, with more or less warmth in the palms 
of his bands Soon after this a cough ap- 

rs, accompanied by an expectoration of 
hick mucous, followed by a hectic tiush, Joss 
of flesh and strength, and night sweats con- 
tinue, when the patient assumes all the ap- 
pearance of having a = case of con- 
sumption. But this is simply catarrh of the 
lungs, or chronic bronchitis. 
of the disease the mu- 
cous membrane of the larger bronchial tube 
softens, while in the smaller tubes and air 
celis of the lungs the mucous membrane be- 
comes congested and inflamed. There are no 
cavities or tuberoles in the lungs. but merely 
wasting away of the larger bronchial tubes. 
and death takes place from obstruction of the 
bronchial tubes and air cells of the lungs. 
The patient dies from exhaustion and suffoca- 
tion, being unable to expectorate the mucous 
whi ch accumulates in the pease leading to 
the lungs, which in some cases is sticky and 
small in 3 but more com moaly copi- 
ous, of alight yng or yellowish green. Often- 
times streaks of blood make their appearance 
in the mucous, and at times there is a disagree-
